Claims 12-16 were rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,892,941, claim 1 of 
U.S. Patent No. 6,529,801 and claim 1 of U.S. Patent No. 6,697,704. A Terminal Disclaimer in 
compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c) is enclosed herewith to obviate these rejections. 

Claim 5 was rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 5 of U.S. Patent No. 6,892,941 in view of Liff, U.S. 
Patent No. 6,283,322. A Terminal Disclaimer in compliance with 37 C.F.R. 1.321(c) is enclosed 
herewith to obviate these rejections.
